This is in response to amendment filed on 10/22/07 in which claims 1-19 are 
pending. The applicant's arguments have been fully considered therefore this case is in 
condition for allowance. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed on 10/23/06 fails to comply with the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97, 1 .98 and MPEP § 609 because the IDS under the Non 
Patent Literature Document does not has a publication date.

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demodulated directly from the layered modulation signal and the lower layer signal ~ 
can be demodulated after subtracting the upper layer signal ~ from the layered 
modulation signal; and wherein the upper layer signal and the lower layer signal each 
have a bandwidth ratio of no more than 0.2 and substantially no guard band is used 
within the frequency band as recited in claim 1.
